and  not  elfewhere  ;  and  the  Defendant  or  Defendants  in  fuch  Adion  or  Suit 
flta'i,  and  may  plead  the  General  Ilfuc,  and  give  this  Aft  and  the  fpecial  Mat- 
ter in  Evidence  at  any  Trial  to  be  had  thereupon  ;  and  that  the  fame  was 
done  in  purfuance  and  by  the  Authority  of  this  Aft.  And  if  the  fame  fhall 
appear  to  have  been  fo  done,  or  if  any  fuch  Aftion  or  Suit  fliall  be  brought 
before  the  Expiration  of  twenty-one  Days  next  alier  fuch  Psotice  fliall 
have  been  given  as  aforefaid,  or  after  tender  of  fufEcient  Amends  fliall  have 
been  made  to  the  Party  or  Parties  aggrieved,  or  after  the  Time  before-limited 
for  bringing  the  fame,  or  fliall  be  laid  in  any  other  Place  than  the  County 
of  Kent;  then,  and  in  either  or  any  of  the  laid  Cafes,  the  Jury  fhall  find  for 
the  Defendant  or  Defendants,  and  upon  fuch  Vodift;  or  if  the  Plaintiff  or 
Plaintiffs  fliall  be  non-fuited  or  fuflfer  a  Difcontinuance  of  his  or  their  Aftion 
or  Suit,  after  the  Defendant  or  Defendants  fhall  have  appeared  ;  or  if  upoa 
Demurrer,  Judgment  fliall  be  given  againfl  the  Plaintiff  or  Plaintiffs,  the 
Defendant  or  Defendants  fliall  have  treble  Cofls,  and  fhall  have  fuch  Re- 
medy for  the  fame,  as  any  Defendant  hath  for  Cofts  of  Suit  in  other  Cafes 
by  Law. 

Proljitietl  altoap?{.  that  no  Plaintiff  in  any  Aftion  or  Suit,  which  fliall 
be  brought  for  any  thing  done  in  purfuance  of  diis  Aft  as  aforefaid,  fhall  be 
permitted  to  produce  Evidence  of  any  other  Caufe  of  Aftion,  than  fuch  zJ, 
fliall  be  fet  forth  in  the  Notice  to  be  given  as  aforefaid,  or  fhall  recover  any 
Verdift  againfl  the  Defendant  or  Defendants  in  fuch  Aftion  or  Suit,  unlefs 
fuch  Plaintiff  fliall  prove  on  the  Trial,  that  fuch  Notice  was  given  as  afore- 
faid: And  in  Default  of  fuch  Proof,  the  Defendant  or  Defendants  fliall  re- 
covei  d  Veidicl  and  CoAs  as  bcfoic-iiientioiicd.  And  that  m  Gale  any  Per- 
fon againft  whom  any  fuch  Aftion  or  Suit  fliall  be  brought,  fhall  have 
neglcfted  to  tender  Amends,  or  fhall  have  tendered  infufficient  Amends  be- 
fore the  Aftion  or  Suit  fliall  be  commenced  ;  it  fhall  be  lawful  for  him,  by 
Leave  of  the  Court,  wherein  fuch  Aftion  or  Suit  fliall  be  depending,  at  any 
time  before  Hue  joined,  to  pay  into  Court  fuch  Sum  of  Money  as  he  fliall 
think  proper,  whereupon  fuch  Proceeding,  Order,  and  Judgment  fhall  be 
had,  made,  and  given  in  and  by  fuch  Court,  as  in  other  Cafes  where  De- 
fendants are  allowed  to  pay  Money  into  Court. 

And  tc  it  further  cnattCti,  that  this  Aft  fliall  be  adjudged,  deemed,  and 
taken  to  be  a  public  Aft;  and  fliall  be  judicially  taken  Notice  of  as  fuch  by 
all  Judges,  Juflices,  and  other  Perfons  whoinfoever,  without  fpecially 
pleading  the  fame. 
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
